SUBJECT: Invitation to Address the Thirteenth Annual National 

Collegiate Security Conference 


1. Action Requested : Accept or decline invitation to give the 
keynote address to the Thirteenth Annual National Collegiate 
Security Conference (NCSC) on the evening of the 17th, 18th, or 19th 
of October at Gaston Hall, Georgetown University. 

2. Background : Mr. Edward A. Frazier, Secretary-General of the 
Thirteenth NCSC, has invited you to give the keynote address on 
defense or foreign policy issues. The suggested format is 30 
minutes of remarks and 30 minutes of questions and answers. Some 
800-1000 students of foreign policy and public service, primarily 
from East Coast colleges, are expected to attend. 

The NCSC is student-run. Once a year they gather to simulate a 
foreign affairs crisis. The students play the roles of various U.S. 
national leaders and experience what it is like to manage a 
fast-breaking diplomatic and defense problem. Foreign nationals who 
are students at the universities sending delegations to the 
Conference may attend. According to the secretary, THE WASHINGTON 
POST would cover the event. Previous speakers have been former 
Ambassador to the U.N. Donald McHenry, Dean of the Georgetown 
School of Foreign Service Peter Crow, and former Secretary General 
of the U.N. Kurt Waldheim. (See opposite brochure and letterhead 
for list of counselors.)
